Un¬ 
less  he  can  familiarize  himself  perl'ecily  with  his 
!  subject,  he  had  much  belter  read  his  compoai- 
liioii:  for,  1  would  much  rather  hear  him  read  'W 
I  publicly,  than  hear  him  repeat  it  after  another 
person. 

Do  not  infer  from  the  above,  dear  reader,  that 
we  have  heard  iiolliing  to  compensate  us  fur  our 
jutirney  to  CImion.  I  have  attended  poorer  ex- 
I  hibiiinns,  in  Institutions  which  ranked  higher  lo

A  real  Lazarus  was  raised  from  the  dead  in  the 
presence  of  the  Jews— still  they  believed  not .'  Chri-it 
burst  tl’e  cerements  of  the  dead— even  yet  they  believed 
not !  They  were  determined  not  to  own  Christ  as  the 
Messiah.  Their  obstinacy  is  well  spoken  by  the  Sa¬ 
viour — “O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  which  kfllest  6ie 
prophets,  and  stoiiest  them  that  are  sent  unto  thee;  how 
often  would  1  have  gathered  thy  children  together,  as  a 
lien  doth  gather  her  brood  under  her  wings,  but  ye 
would  not!  Behold  your  house  is  left  unto  yon  deso¬ 
late.  And  verily,  1  say  unto  yon.  Ye  shall  not  see  me, 
until  the  time  come  when  ye  shall  say,  blessed  is  he  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.”  Luke  xiti:  34,  35. 
They  seemed  to  walk  wilfully  over  the  very  precipice 
of  destruction. 

The  Jews  who  were  scattered  abroad,  did  not  believe 
these  miracles — and  what  was  the  consequence  T  Mul¬ 
titudes  of  them  visited  Jerusalem  at  the  yearly  feast  of 
passover— and  while  there,  Titus  hemmed  in  the  city, 
fixed  the  impassable  trench — and  they  were  thus  caught 
in  that  place  of  torment.  In  process  of  the  seige.  their 
proviaioiis  being  consumed,  they  felt  the  burning  thirst 
and  the  devouring  hunger,  and  so  great  was  their  tor 
ment,  that  water  was  a  bitter  figure  to  illustrate  their 
desire.  They  were  buried  in  the  valley  of  the  son  of 
Hiiinom,  till  there  was  no  place  left — tlieir  stifiTeriiigs 
were  horrible — until,  by  a  united  a.«saiili,  the  city  fell, 
its  temple  was  burned,  its  walls  were  levelled,  and  its 
reiiiaiiiiiig  inhabitants  were  swept  away  as  slaves,  to  die 
ill  the  gladiatorial  ficlda  of  Rome,  in  the  mines,  or  in 
the  sands  of  Egypt. 

Well  might  Chri.st  weep  over  tlie  devoted  city — well 
might  ho  declare,  that  there  never  had  been  such  tron- 
ble,  no,  nor  ever  should  be  again — but  they  were  blindly 
mad— they  might  have  escaped  it  all,  had  they  believed 
— but  they  would  not  believe  either  their  own  Scrip¬ 
tures,  nr  witnesses  from  the  dead — and  consequently, 
they  were  tiiriiientcd  in  tlie  flame  of  deHinietioii.

As  Christ  said,  “  they  were  hemiiied  in  on  every  side;”

stone  was  cast  down  ;  until  fire  burned  ihe  temple,  and 
the  Jews  were  consumed  with  hunger  and  destruction. 

And  as  if  the  golf  was  inti-iided  to  he  kept  up  figura- 
tively,  w'C  discover  a  broad  se|!arntinii  between  the 
Jews  and  Christians  to  this  dav — the  ('hiistians  are  pre¬ 
vented  from  hccoiiriiig  Jews  hy  seeing  their  condition, 
which  is  a  standing  miracle  in  favor  of  Chriatiauity. 

The  Jews  are  prevented  from  heenmiog  Christians  by  ] 
their  olisliiialc  prejmlice  and  unbelief.  This  gulf  will 
continue,  until. they  sh.ill  sing,  “  blessed  is  he  that 
comeih  in  the  name  of  ihe  I>ird.”  In  all  these  things 
the  reality  of  the  imagery  which  our  Saviour  employed, 
must  be  discovered,  for  to  me  it  appears  plain  enough 
fn  the  dullest  mind. 

7.  The  rest  of  the  conversntion  between  Abraham 
and  the  rich  man,  is  evidently  for  the  purpose  of  show¬ 
ing  t  'e  innititnde  who  heard  Christ,  the  obstinate  re. 
jectinn  of  all  testimony  by  the  Jewish  people.  Hence 
the  rich  man  is  represented  as  saying— •' I  pray  thee, 
therefore,  father,  that  thou  woiildst  send  him  (Lazarus) 
to  my  fatlier’s  house  ;  for  I  have  five  brethren;  that  he 
may  testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into  this  place 
of  torment.  Abraham  saiih  unto  him,  they  have  Moses 
and  the  prophets;  let  them  hear  them.”  verses 27-29. 

Does  it  not  seem  clear  as  light,  ihat  Ihe  Jews  alone  are 
Eluded  to,  by  having  Moses  and  the  prophets,  for  who 
else  then  had  and  believed  them  T 

Who  are  the  five  brethren  T  I  answer,  the  term  five 
is  not  used  because  there  were  only  five  brethren ;  for, 
in  all  ilie  parables  of  Christ,  numbers  are  used  to  make 
his  relations  •Jefiiiite,  rather  than  to  designate  the  num¬ 
ber  of  things  represented.  We  have  ten  virgins,  one 
hundred  sheep,  ten  pieces  of  silver,  one  prodigal,  one 
hundred  measures  of  oil,  and  five  brethren — no  one 
uopposes,  that  most  of  tlicse  numbers  arc  used  for  any 
other  purpose  than  to  make  the  relation  more  perfect. 

Throughout  the  whole  siring  of  parables,  the  same  per¬ 
sons  are  represented  by  the  one  sheep,  lost  piece  of 
silver,  prodigal,  and  Lazarus,  viz.,  the  publicans  and 
sinners — the  same  persons  are  represented  by  the 
ninety-nine  sheep,  nine  pieces^if  silver,  the  elder  son, 
the  unjiut  steward,  and  the  rich  man ;  viz.,  the  grea' 
body  of  the  Jewish  people.  The  five  brethren,  repre¬ 
sent  the  Jews  who  were  scattered  abroad  over  the  face 
of  the  known  globe. 

Be  it  reiueiuhered,  that  the  rich  man  was  represented 
as  being  in  torment,  even  in  tlie  time  of  our  Saviour. 

This  was  a  prospective  prophecy  of  the  destnmtion 
which  was  to  fall  upon  the  Jewish  people.  The  rich 
man  is  represented  as  desiring  Lazarus  to  be  sent  to  the 
scattered  Jews  to  warn  them  from  the  overthrow  ofl 
(heir  nation.  But  the  answer  to  tliis  desire  was — “  they  ^ 
have  Moses  and  the  prophets;  let  them  hear  them.” 

But  why  were  they  to  attend  to  Moses  and  liie  pro¬ 
phets!  If  this  account  be  evidence  of  future  misery. 


Moses  and  the  prophets  can  aflTord  no  light  on  such  a  ||  tian  heart,  to  believe  that  the  Jews  will  not  always 
snlqect ;  for  Campbell  says — “It  is  plain  that,  in  the  siiiTer  as  they  have  snlTered;  for  the  time  is  coming.
